get yourself another son and a sweet 
one, too. for 1 am going to guide 
you from heaven until you do." 


Mrs. Fancher has lingered between

around his milk bottle, was found in a 
cradle beside her. 


In the bottle police and surgeons 


say they found poison. 
The mother 


also had taken poison.

Supreme Court Decides For 


Government Against Big 


Concern 


COMPETITION 
RESTRAINED 


Eastern Company Charged With 
Throttling Shoe Manufac- 
turers Through Its Leases 


Washington — The 
United 
Shoe 


Machinery 
company, 
is restraining 


competition in the shoe machinery in- 
dustry in violation of the Clayton an- 
ti-trust act, the Supreme court Mon- 
day held. 


The decision was a final victory for 


the federal government in its second 
long anti-trust fight against the com- 
pany. 


The present suit 
centered around 


the practices of the company in leas- 
ing machines to shoe manufacturers 
with the socalled "tying clause" con- 
tracts. These Jeases, the government 
charged, prohibited manufacturers us- 
ing machines of the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery company- and its associated 
companies from employing machines 
of competing machinery 
companies 


and thus restrained competition in in- 
terstate commerce. 


The court Monday affirmed the ac- 


tion of a district court in St. Louis 
and in issuing injunctions restraining 
the continuance of this trade practce. 


REVOKE LEASES 


Under the decision all leases made 


since October 15, 1914. the date of the 
enactment of the Clayton law must be 
revoked. 


The United Shoe Machinery compa- 


ny conducts virtually all its business 
on a leasing system, selling few ma- 
chines outright. 


The machines are rented to the man- 


ufacturers of shoes. The government 
charged that the company not only 
sought to prevent the manufacturers 
from using machines of competitors 
but 
endeavored 
through a "factory 


output" clause in the contracts to con- 
trol the prices of shoes. 


An example of the lease, acording 


to the government, was that "the 
manufatuors or lesee shall not use any 
welt sewing, sole stitching, turn sew- 
ing pulling over or metallic macbinery 
of competitors upon any shoes while 
he shall use the machine covered by 
the lease." 


The machinery companies of Maine 


and Now Jersey, as well as tho parent 
company, claimed their trade practice 
did not restrain competition and was 
mainly to protect thrir patents. They 
asserted a legitimato right to lease 
their machines ;;s thoy saw fit. The 
government countered with the charge 
that the United Companies do domin- 
ate the industries and shoe manufac- 
turers were forced to keep competing 
machines out of (he factories. 
It was 


claimed that 95 per cent, of the ma- 
chines used for buttoning shoes arc 
under least- from the lTnitcd companies 
that several competitors 
have 
been 


forced out of business and that tho 
practice would destroy all competition 
if unrestrained. 


The suit was started in 1915.

To Save Life

The doctor walked into South Shore 


hospital, South Chicago, two weeks 
ago and asked for his brother, an in- 
mate. 


"I havo just taken bichloride of 


mercury- 
Perhaps we can save my 


life," Dr. Edward told his brother. 


The physician -explained 
that he 


bad taken the poison by mistake. He 
said we went to get a drink of water 
and had mistaken a glass in which he 
had 
dissolved two 
tables of bi- 


chlorida o£ mercury. 


The fisrht to save th-s doctor's life 


was directed by the patient himself. 
He waited calmly for tho end, after 
drawing up his affairs when he saw' 
that the tight was to bo unsuccessful. 


The coroner heard of the strange 


death and ordered the body held for 
postmortem examination and investi- 
gation by police.

Russia Now Has Backing of 


Germany in Demands at 


Genoa Conference 


Genoa—Germany and Kussia have 


signed a treaty here 
reestablishing 


diplomatic and commercial relations. 


The Genoa conference was complete- 


ly overshadowed Monday by official 
announcement of this event. 


George Tchitcherin. foreign minister 


of soviet Russia, and Walter Rath- 
enau, representing Germany, signed a 
reciprocal treaty 
at 
the Russians' 


headquarters at Rapallo, near here. 


"A most favored 
nation" 
clause 


stamps the treaty as a possible basis 
for a German alliance. 


The terms of the treaty further show 


that Germany and Rusia have between 
themselves agreed upon many of the 
very points on which the main con- 
ference is split. 


CANCEL WAR CLAIMS 


Respective war claims of the two 


countries 
are 
cancelled. 
Russia 


waives any claims to Gorman repara- 
tions, while the. Germans cancel their 
claims for losses through soviet na- 
tionalization of Germany's property or 
that of German citizens seized in Rus- 
sia. 


A clause in the treaty provides that 


this cancellation is conditional upon 
Russia's refusal to compensate any 
other countries. 


Allied delegates declared the impor- 


tance of the Russo-Cicrman ;;grcement. 
plans for which were laid in Berlin 
when Tchitcherin passed through on 
his way to Genoa, could not be over 
emphasized. (United Vress dispatches 
from Berlin at the time of Tchitchcr- 
in's visit reported the probability of 
such nn alliance.) It meant that Rus- 
sia at Genoa now has the open back- 
ing of Germany in much for which she 
stands .-.nd that of the soviet delega- 
tion leaves summarily it can .still count 
upon relations with Germany for com- 
merce xvith the outside world. 


The German and Russian represen- 


tatives got together at Rapallo on a. 
day when the conference itself ad- 
journed 
and concluded their treaty 


after a brief session. 


Rxisting treaties, such as that of 


Brcst-Utovsk. when the 
bolsheviks 


surrendered on condition of no further 
aggression by Germany, 
nre 
super- 


seded by tho present agreement.

A JITNEY PRECEDENT IN 


COLORADO 


There is said to be a growing- dispo- 


sition to pla-ce jitney busses under the 
jurisdiction of the state railroad commis- 
sion and to regulate them in the same 
manner as other utilities. 
"We believe it 


is not only ricrht but necessary that this. 
be done. Jitneys as at. present operated 
are largely irresponsible. They are under 
jio regulations which prevent 
reckless 


driving, and passengers are insufficiently 
s-afe guarded against accident and injury. 
!Many concerns operating these busses are 
bankrupt without knowing it. 


Jitneys are a common carrier the same 


as a railroad or a traction company. They 
should be subjected to similar regulations, 
restrictions and conditions. 
They should 


be- made to supply adequate bonds to pro- 
tect passengers and should pay a good 
license fee for the use of highways. Fur- 
thermore, they should be so controlled as 
to at least make them compete on equal 
terms with carriers whose investments 
are large and whose service to the public 
is indispensable. 


It is to be hoped we have a forerunner 


of public policy in relation to jitneys in a 
decision just rendered by the Public Utili- 
ties commission of Colorado. 
The com- 


mission denied the application of a motor 
stage operator for a certificate of "public-- 
convenience aJid necessity" for a service 
over a highway parelliug 1he railway in 
Eagle and Garficld efeuutics during the 
summer months. 
The commission held 


that "the railway service wa^ adequate: 
that it would be unfair to permit the ap- 
plicant to 'skim the cream" of the bu^i- 
ness in the summer months, leaving the 
railroad to meet public requirements in 
the winter months when operating condi- 
tions arc difficult and traffic licrht: and 
that in view of the larger sums paid by 
the railroad in taxes, and especially in 
taxes for highways, it would be unjust to 
allow the applicant to compete over these 
highways, paid for in large part by the 
railroad's money." 


The commission further pointed out 


that the seven trucks registered in Eagle 
country paid $54.24 and that the (51 in 
Gai-field county paid $765.02 into the 
sta.te treasury in license fees or a total of 
$819.27 for the use of the .state and coun- 
ty highways, while the Dwiver and Rio 
Grande Western paid $38.023.9 k or 
more than 46 times as much for highways 
which it did not use at all. The commis- 
sion added: 


Public convenience and necessity, by which 


must be understood the convenience and ne< e-«i- 
ty of the peopfle at large, as contra distinguished 
from the convenience and necessity of a very 
pmall number of persons who seek to derive .1 
profit from the farmers' and home owners' in- 
vestment in road.1-, never contemplated that the 
truck driver should destroy that, to the cost of 
construction of which he contributed little or 
nothing, or that he should reap where he has 
not sown.

The court held that the 


contract was not in conformity with the 
stipulations of the Clayton anti-trust act, 
and it had the effect of lessening compe- 
tition. 


That the highest tribunal is resolved to 


give the strictest interpretation to provi- 
sions of the anti-trust law was indicated 
by its opinion in this case. The court de- 
clared that it was not necessary that the 
lower courts should have evidence show- 
ing that competition actually had been 
lessened, but it would suffice for them to 
see that a contract or arrangement would 
have this effect. 


The supreme .court took occasion, in 


{his case., to allude to decisions that fix- 
ing resale prices was unlawful. 
The 


fashion company alleged that the contract 
was one of special agency, but the court 
viewed the case "in the light of surrouud- 
iiiff circumstances." 


WILL RUSSIA GIVE UP COMMUNISM? 


The recommendations of the Allied 


economic experts for the restoration of 
commerce in Russia are said to have stag- 
gered the soviet leaders. 
Although they 


do not directly require abolition of com- 
munism as a condition of recognition and 
of financial assistance, they specify condi- 
tions that automatically would cause its 
downfall. 


The experts insist that .Russia must 


guarantee security as to property rights 
before foreign capital can be obtained. 
Under radical socialism there are no prop- 
erty rights, all lands and goods being 
o-uned in common. 
They insist that agri- 


culture must be revived. "What the farm- 
ers primarily demand is the right to own 
their land and to own. and sell the prod- 
ucts of their labor. 


Then, the experts specify administra- 


tive reforms that they deem to be nec- 
essary. 
Foreigners resident in Russia 


must have the ordinary liberties that they 
enjoy in other lands: in effect, they must 
have liberty. 


They declare that "Russia, like other na- 


tions, must stabilize its monetary system; 
and Russia discredits the gold standard. 
Jn view of the kno'wn fact that com- 
munism has been a political, social and 
economic failure in Russia, and eighty- 
five per cent of the people are dissatisfied 
with it. reason indicates the course that 
Russia should pursue. The reds however, 
have a standing army, led by Trotsky, 
that is hostile to "the capitalistic sys- 
tem.' 1 
Either Leninc will have to find a 


way to establish this system, or look for- 
ward to a revolution.

The 
city is not .so irritntlngly noisy as 
parts of the west-end. 
Picadilly-cir- 


cus is the worst place in London for 
irritating noises, as the conglomera- 
tion of sounds there is of high fre- 
quency. 


"Certain nolaes are more irritating 


than others, Small high sounds like 
a mosquito /hum are more annoying 
than heavy blows. 


"In the city the trnfflc is slower, 


and the noise is of n different sort, 
porhapK louder in places, but not EO 
nerve-rucking as in Piccadilly."

State Army are being completed in 
anticipation , of the general election 
at which the people are expected to 
ratify the treaty. 


Minister of Defense Mulcahy, Chief 


of Staff of the Irish Republican Army, 
O'Duffy, Deputy Chief of Staff O'Con- 
nell: Quartermaster-General Gerald O'- 
Sullivan, and other leaders are per- 
fecting arrangements for transferring 
the Republican army into that of the 
new Free State—in the process reduc- 
ing it from its present strength of 
about 75,000 to 20,000 or 30.000 men. 


The new organization will be identi- 


cal, according to plan, with that of 
the old I. H. A., at least as applies to 
structure. It will be, the United Press 
learns, about as follows: 


PLAN IS DEVISED 


Six companies to a battalion (aver- 


age); four battlions to a brigade; four 
brigades to a division, -with a total of 
about fifteen divisions. Tho divisions 
will be divided into three commands, 
North, Midland, and South with five 
divisions to a command. Each division 
nominally, would contain about 3,500 
men. Actually, some will bo smaller 
and'some larger. Companies, nomin- 
ally of about fifty men each, may be 
smaller or larger likewise.
